Atianta’s increase in enrollment in 
the public school system in the last 
two years has bee. more than 14,000

| WOMEN SMOKERS 
BLAMED FOR BIG 
FIRE INCREASE 


New York, February, 1.—Women 
smokers are suspected of having caused 
the heavy increase in loss by fires 
due to “matches and smoking,” in the 
United States during the last year, re- 
ported by the national board of fire 
underwriters today, to have amounted 
to $25,992,033 compared with $16,435,- 
062 in 1918. The total loss by fire 
in the country for the year, according 
to the report, was $495,000,000. 

Losses resulting from various other 
causes also increased with the excep- 
tion of those due to the element of 
e ctricity, which totalled $12,725,209, 
a little more than half the figure five 
years,ago.

RUSSIA'S REFUSAL 
10 SIGN TREATY 
UPSETS LAUSANNE

Bolsheviet Delegates

Lausanne, February 1.—Although 
such action had*been expected, bol- 
sheviki Russia’s refusal today to sign 
the peace treaty setting forth condi- 
tions for the opening of the straits 
of the Dardanelles and the Bosphorus 
and the demilitarization of the straits 
zones, caused depression in Near East 
conference circles. M. Tchitcherin, the 
leading Russian delegate, urged that 
the whole question with regard to. the 
straits be reopened. 

By doing this, the bolshevik foreign 
minister declared, the allies would 
repair their fault of seeking to im- 
pose upon Russia a treaty which Rus- 
sia had not had suitable opportunity 
to discuss. His request was refused 
by the allies. 

The Turks seized the opportunity 
to raise objection. Ismet Pasha, their 
chief representative, complained that 
the straits convention left Constanti- 


Turkish forces in Thrace and ‘Con- 
stantinople should be limited to 20,000 |’ 
men. Turkey also wanted the right to 
establish a garrison at Gallipok. Ismet 
warned the conference that Turkish 
acceptance was connected with ac- 
ceptance of the general peace treaty. 
The Russian delegation tonight dis- 
tributed the texts of the two ad- 
dresses made by M. Tchitcherin be- 
fore the conference today. They show- 
ed that the Moscow leader charged 
that the straits convention was “the 
fruit of clandestine negotiations,’ but 
that Russia was ready in the interest 
of conciliation to make important con- 
cessions, 3

TWO FACTIONS CLASH 
ON FARM LEGISLATION 


Brookhart Accused of Trying 
to Inject Russian Soviet 
Views Into Debate. 


Washington, February 1—Extreme 
and conservative advocates of farmer 
relief legislation clashed today in the 
senate during discussion of the Len- 
root-Anderson farm credits bill on 
which a final vote will be taken under 
agreement tomorrow. 

Russian soviet views were attrib- 
uted to Senator Brookhart, new re- 
publican senator from Iowa, by Sen- 
ator Lenroot, republican, Wisconsin, 
co-author of the pending bill, and 


drew a sharp retort from the Iowan 
in a fervid hour's tilt. 

Senator Brookhart’s plan for co- 
operative banking and other enter- 
prises drew the fire of Senator Len- 
root, who said Lenine and Trotzky 
would not advocate some of Mr. 
Brookhart’s ideas. Senator Brookhart 
replied that such charges had figured 
in the campaign against his election 
‘in Jowa. and he added that “the 
people of Wisconsin have much _ to 
answer for, and among these things 
is the junior senator from that state.” 

Little progress was made today on 
the bill which, assured of passage to- 
morrow, will complete the senate’s 
farm credits program. Sheafs of 
amendments went over until tomor- 
row, when debate will be limited 
after 2 o'clock. 

The only important amendment 
adopted today was by Senator Swan- 
son, democrat, Virginia, providing for 
distribution of excess capital of cred- 
its agencies to be financed by the 
government. The amendment, accept- 
ed by Senator Lenroot, proved that 
the initial $5,000,000 eapital of each 
credit department might be_ trebled 
instead of doubled with the condition 
that not more than $120,000,000 in 
all should be provided by the govern- 
ment for all twelve proposed credit 
departments. Senator Swanson said 
this would provide for larger capital 
in districts where credit might be 
most needed.

Washington, February 1.—Manipula- 
tion in the New York cotton exchange 
were declared in the senate today by 
Senator Heflin, democrat, Alabama, 
to be responsible for the break yester- 
duy in cotton prices of several dollars 
a bale. Senator Heflin said it was 
the purpose of cotton speculators to 
hold down prices until all of the crop 
was out of the hands of producers 
and then raise prices.

Miss Spinney Will 
Read Greek Plays. 


The return visit of Miss Dorothea 
Spinney, who will read three Greek 
plays in Egleston hall, on the after 
noons of of February 5, 7 and 9, is 
being eagerly awaited not only by 
members of the Drama league, under 
the auspices of which she is appear- 
ing, but by the literati and univer- 
sities of the city, for on her previous 
visit three weeks ago, Miss Spinney 
made an unforgettable impression. 

Dressed in Greek costume, silhou- 
etted like an old Greek painting 
against a cyrtained background, Miss 
Spinney gave, entirely without the 
book, the whole of the great drama of 
mother and wife love, “‘Alkestis.” In 
every line she is classic and one was 
reminded in turn of the Hermes of 
Praxiteles, of the draped women fig- 
ures of the Parthenon frieze, of the 
wonderfully human Greek burial 
sculptures, of the existing statuettes 
of Greek actors holding themselves 
with the dignity imposed by the wear- 
ing of masks and the high-booted 
cothurnus. “In fact, Miss Spinney’s 
scholarliness of ‘interpretation is no 
less notable than her beauty of Greek 
posture and her power of drama.

By special ar- 
rangement with the Drama league, 
however, Atlantans, whether members 
of the league or not, can obtain a 
season ticket that will admit to all 
three readings, the “Medea” on Mon- 
day, the “Hippolytus” on Wednesday 
and the “Electra” on Friday. for $2, 
or to single readings for $1 each. 
Tickets have been placed on sale at 
Cole’s and Lester’s book stores, at 


Arcade and at Phillip & Crew’s, Edi- 
s ball and Cable Piano company. 
The advance sale indicates tht Egles- 
ton hall will be filled for every read- 
ing. Miss Spinney will read “The 
Trojan Woman” Saturday evening at 
Agnes Scédtt college and it is hoped 
that another evening may. possibly 
be arranged for Atlanta.

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IN STOCK DEALS 


House Passes Bill Levy- 
ing on Profits Made in 
Exchange of Bonds for 
Like Securities. 


& 
Washington, February 1.—Without 
a record vote the house passed today 
the first of a series of amendments 


to the tax law designed to close up 
what Secretary Mellon has described 
as avenues availed by the wealthy to 
escape federal taxation. 

Under terms of the amendment 
gains made through the exchange of 
stocks, bonds and other investment 
securities for securities of a similar 
kind would be made subject to taxa- 
tion. The treasury secretary wrote 
congress that many brokerage houses 
in New York had made it a practice 
to effect such exchanges for customers 
at the end of the taxable years and 
Representative Green, republican, 
Iowa, in charge of the bill, estimated 
that through ‘this means the govern- 
ment had been losing from $20,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000 a year. 

A committee amendment presented 
by Chairman Fordney of the ways 
and means committee, and adopted 
02 to 29, would provide that no tax 
could be imposed in the case of ex- 
change of land unless a profit were 
realized in cash, This, amendment 
met with strong opposition. Repre- 
sentative Garner, of Texas, ranking 
democrat on the committee, eharged 
that after the committee had acted in 
his absence on the original bill. as 
approved by the tfeasury, Mr. Ford- 
ney had “rushed ack to Washing- 
ton” from Mic higan, “upset” the 
work of the majority and got his 
amendiment approved. 

Mr. Fordney, in reply, declared 
that his amendment was designed to 
remove any ambiguity in the proposed 
change of the law and had been ap- 
proved by treasury officials. 


GEORGIA FERTILIZER 
INSPECTORS CONVENE 


J. J. Brown Lauds Co-Oper- 
ative Marketing Move- 
ment in State. 


Fertilizer inspectors from all parts 
of Georgia gathered at the state capi- 
tol Thursday morning to begin a 
two-day conference called by State 
Agricultural Commissioner J. J. 
Brown, under whose direction they 


operate. 

At six-thirty, at night, the inspec- 
tors, numbering forty-six, were the 
guests of Mr. Brown at a dinner in 
the Kimball house. John H. Holder, 
chairman of the state highway com- 
mission, acted as toast master and in- 
troduced the speakers in his own in- 
imitable style. 

In voicing his pleasure at the op- 
portunity t6»act as host, Mr. Brown 
took oceasion to reiterate the state- 
ment he made recently in Athens, to 
the effect that the days of friction 
between the state agricultural  de- 
partment and the college of agricul- 
ture at Athens were over. He stress- 
ed the tremendous importance of the 
co-operative marketing movement 
which is fast spreading through the 
State, and said that it was necessary, 
with the splendid work that the col- 
lege was doing in increasing the 
state’s production, that there be a 
department working in utmost har- 
mony with it, to create the best possi- 
ble ways of marketing that increased 
production. 

Prof. McHatton Speaks. 

Professor T. H. McHfatton, of the 
State college of agriculture, spoke 
during the evening. He drew a vivid 
picture of the progress made both by 
the college and by the state, in an 
agricultural way, since he first join- 
ed the staff in 1907, 

He declared, from a knowledge of 
the farming conditions in every state 
in the union, that Georgia is greater 
potentially as a producing state than 
any other. 

Dr. J. G. Oliver, supervisor of the 
state system of county demonstration 
agents spoke on the desire of his de- 
partment to co-operate with the fer- 
tilizer inspectors for the good of farm- 
ing in the state. 

Other speakers included P. 
zey, of Warren county, abe Dr. 
Craig Arnold, of Dahlonega, repre- 
sentative-elect from Lumpkin county. 

Opening the morning session, held 
in the senate chamber, Mr. Brown 
told the inspectors that he believed 
the greatest step forward ever taken 
for the agricultural interests of the 
state was the growth and ‘develop- 
ment of the co-operative marketing 
idea. 

Dr. J. N. Harper, chairman of the 
soil improvement committee, also 
spoke at the morning session, dis- 
cussing the fertilizer industry from 
an expert view. In the afternoon the 
inspectors were taken to the depart- 
ment’s laboratories and witnessed 
tests and demonstrations actually be- 
ing made. Dr. 8S. H. Wilson explain- 
ed details of the laboratory work. 

At the afternoon session in the 
senate chamber. speakérs included T., 

R. Johnson, on the retation of the 
commissioner’s office to the fertilizer 
inspectors, and Wiley Galloway, who 
led a general discussion of problems.

Chicago, February 1.— Wheat 
showed a ndticeable tendency to climb 
today after a general acceptance was 
given to an opinion that the Lenroot 
farm credit bill would pass the senate 
tomorrow. The market closed unset- 
tled at 1-4 cents to 1 1-8 cent gain, 
with May 1.17 7-8 to 1.18 and July 
1.12 1-4. Corn finished 1-2 @ 5-8 to 
3-4 cents up, and oats up 1-4 cent to 
3-8 @ 1-2. Provisions finished at 5 


cents up to 12 cents decline. 
At first the wheat market was de- 


a big increase of shipments from Ar- 
gentina, as well as favorable crop con- 
ditions in most of the domestic winter 
wheat belts. On the decline, however, 
offerings diminished, and many traders 
carn to the buying side, influeaced 
in th® main by talk which was current 
that the enactment of the Lenroot 
bill could only be discounted through 
an advance in price of ali grain. 

Announcement that a short term 
loan for the restoration of Austria 
would be made at once and that a 
long term loan would follow had a 
contributing effect in the upward 
movement of the wheat market this 
afternoon.
